Washington, Aug 12—Army avi- 


ators have long since ceased to get 
many thrills out of routine or even 
"stunt" flying, It is said, but an ex- 
ception should be made in the case 
of two 'sergeants who recently set 
out to break the world's altitude 
record~foT a paiachute jump at Mc- 
Cook field, Dayton, O., according to 
an Air Service announcement 
The 


men were Sergeants Strong B Mad- 
an and Ralph Bottreil. 


The sergeants, without intimating 


the nature of their objective, took the 
air in a Le Pere two-seated plane 
with Madan as the pilot and Bottreil 
weaung a standard army parachute 
of the double pack tjpe 
After 


flvmg for an hour the plane had 
reached an altitude of 20,600 feet 
and Sergeant Bottreil 
started 
to 


climb out of the cockpit to make the 
jump. 


OPENED PREMATURELY. 


The release ring of his parachute, 


however, accidentally caught ^>n the 
f jselage o£ the plane and the para- 
chute, opened prematurely, dragging 
the sergeant out over the tail of the 
machine. Bottreil's arm stru'/s the 
rudder of the plane as he went by, 
tearing some ligaments of his arm 
and ripping off a sleeve of his fur- 
lined flying coat. A strap of his 
harness at the same time caught the 
tudder and tore It from the plane. 
The parachute itself was damaged 
but opened as the sergeant cleared 
the machine and started his long 
descent 


Sergeant Bottreil lost considerable 


blood from his injured arm during 
the drop, but made a safe landing 
In a plowed field and received medi- 
cal attention In time to prevent any 
serious result from his Injury. 


Meantime, Seigeant Madan, in a 


rudderless airplane 20,600 feet in the 
air, was having troubles of his own. 
He finally found u position where 
lie could maintain a straight fright 
by keeping: the throttle in a certain 
position and tilting the plane with 
the ailerons. In this 
manner 
he 


glided down to within about 8 000 
feet of aarth where he managed to 
make a wide turn by juggling his 
throttle 
and 
aileron 
controls, 


straightened out and made a perfect 
landing without further damage to 
his machine.

necessity of the strict observance of 
hese laws it the highways are to be 
afe. 


'Failure to observe the simple rules 
! the road results in the death or 
njury of scores of persons in Illi- 
nois every year," Mr. Emmerson says 
n the pamphlet. "These rules have 
>een incorporated In the automobile 
_md road laws of the State. Their 
observance is not only advisable for 
safety on the highways—it is en- 
loined by Statute and penalties are 
provided for violation. 


MUST KXOW LATVS

cerns of the Secretary of State. Under 
authority of the law. he appoints an-

recognize

Baron 
Peter Wrangel as 


head of the de facto government of 
South'Russia. In making this an- 
nouncement the minlstrr of foreign 
affairs said this recognition Implied 
rendering General Wrangel all possi- 
ble military assistance. 


France will sent a high commis- 


sioner to Sevastopol Immediately, the 
foreign office stated, 


Two reasons were given by the 


foreign office for recognizing Gen- 
eral Wrangel. 
The first was his 


promise to assume all the obligations 
of the former Russian government. 
The second was his promise to give 
Russia a democratic government. 


The French foreign office regards 


the soviet terms to Poland, which 
the British premier read In the House 
of Commons last nisht, as only 
pre- 


liminary, and It Is convinced that 
the siviet government'later would 
exact much harsher peace terms. 


In announcing the recognition of 


the south Russian government, the 
ministry of foreign affairs said the 
soviet government's anxiety with re- 
gard to General Wrangel's successes 
was due to Its knowledge that he 
was the most competent antl-Bol- 
shevlki leader who has yet- appear- 
ed.

ficient evidence to warrant a con- 
viction, put them in some safe Jail 
and release the others, perhaps siv- 
Ing them hours to leave the town.

He fought them to 
stand-still and was only subdued by 
force of numbers, The pandemoni- 
um was so great they could not hear 
his voice and it was only after the 
noise had quieted down and he could 
make himself heard that they discov- 
ered their mistake. Then they were 
sorry and released him. His feelings 
were hurt, that he should be mistak- 
en and he was angry. No one or any 
two of those fellows would be safe 
if they started anything with him in 
th» future 


TIEFUSED LIQUOR 


It Is sa.d that the murder of Car- 


raro followed his refusal to furnish 
liquor to the gang. It was said that 
the day before the murder the gang 
had robbed him of $1.200, and the 
n«t morning ,last Saturday, returned 
and demanded liquor.

the objects of a resolution which 
Commissioner Alex Van Praag-intro- 
duced in the city council Thursday 
morning but on which he failed to 
receive a second. 


"When we know that work of this 


kind cannot be done except at exor- 
bitant prices as we have found out 
in our attempts and failures to get 
a number of projects started this 
year, It seems to me that It would be 
very unfair to pass such a resolu- 
tion, even if we could make it ef- 
fective," said the mayor. 


PEOPLE MUST PAY.
